Athlete is a 
mnrh improved horse, and. whereas it was ox- 
I>eoted he would quit after running w’ith the favor- 
ite. the rever.se was the ease, for Dr. Gardner tired 
and Athlete appeared to be winning eomfortaldy 
until Oritban Lad <'hallenge»l and put him t<» a 
drive to win by a head. Orphan Lad. slow at the 
start, as usual, met with some interferenee on the 
turn or he would have won. It would i>erhaps be 
unfair to Judge Dr. r.ardner on his i>erfornuinee 
today, as he eoiild not have l>een thoroughly warnoMl 
up for a bruising raee, and his conquerors were 
each seasonetl by racing, but his failure to win 
W4mld seem to hurt his chances in the F.x<*elslor 
Friday, as he will have to carry 12:t against W. H. 
t'a ley’s 110. The latter will likely In* the favorite. 

Only two favorites won tmlay, Kerry and Dul- 
eian. Berkeley, which in his previous race over 
this track had shown much Improvement over his 
Benuiug form, was not taken seriously for the 
Union Stakes. Tileing was a heavily backed choice. 
Berkeley went to the post at 12 to 1, le«l all the 
way to win by inches from Tileing, which finished 
fast after dropping out of it in the early part.^

As Hie eau.'se of Hie dis 
eas<‘ is attribiiteil to a niirro-orgaiiism is* a germ, 
the tinest microsiope oldaiiiabic has lieeii imported 
froni Switzerland, ami an eleidrle germ incubator 
iuiporletl from Geriuuny. The iuvestlgatlmi will 
*‘«»ver a periml of several years, ami tlie first work 
will be carried on with sinull aniniais, sinh as 
guinea pigs ami rabldts. Coiia‘ideut with Hie in- 
vestigations alsait to be liegnu l»y the Kentucky Ex- 
periment. Station, George .M. Roniuiel, at the head 
of the Animal Industry of the Department of .\gri- 
cnltiirc of the Ameri<*au Government, has detailed 
Hie eminent bacteriologist. Dr. Melvin, to begin Hie 
InvesHgatkuis with a view of discovering Hie cause 
of tlie slipping evil. It is likely that the two 
specialists will work together.

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VIEWS OF A VETERAN TRAINER. 

“It wouhl Ik* hard to name tlie best horse I have 
seen during an exjK'rience of 2.3 years. Conditions 
are difierent imw from wliat they were 13 or 20 
ye.ars ag<*.“ said .lohn W. R«*gcrs, the veteran 
trainer of the Wliitney stable to a turf reporter 
ill N(“W York a few days ago. 

“Horses are lued differently, run differently and 
tracks are dllTerent from what tliey were in the old 
days. Tra«*ks are faster and distances are shorter. 
It is no longer customary to run one, two and even 
three mile rac<*s. .V mile and a quarter dash is the 
limit almost, these d:iys. Hence, how liard it is to 
compare the records td today w'ith those of 13 or 
2<t .\ears ago.

Of course, if you 
trace the genealogy of the racers of t^nlay .vou will 
find that ne.irly ;«11 of them run into that old 
powerful of 20 «>r tm»re years ago. These of 

itslay are as fast, or faster, but if they were raced 
on the old style tra«k for two or three miles I 
dfui’t believe many would stand it. 

“Is the r.iee horse degenerating? I don’t know, 
AM over the country laws are l»eing formed to restrict 
and even to lu'oliildt child labor. Don't you think 
the sjiiiie ri'stricl ions should Ik* applied to the 
lioi^seV The race horse of tiwla.v jilays out too early. 
I lK*lie\e tin* ra<*e hor.se should be carefully nurtured 
wiieii young, wmked iinMieralely after the second 
.Tear, and so on. So, you see, it is liard to eomimre 
the horses of today with those of a decade or more 
ago,’’ 

Unlike many with tlieiiries. .Mr. Rogers endeavors 
to manage tlie Wliitney horses on the lines laid 
tlown in Ills remarks above qinited. Wliilc early 
tw<* year-old rai liig lias maiiy opponents, others 
equally aide say tlial .some two year <dd.s might just 
a.s well be raced t‘arly as late, for they would never 
be of giswl class later. But in the main the views of 
.Mr. Rogers will imdoubtediv find strong support 
in the minds <*f men wlio are really bent upon the 
improvement t*f tlie horse and not his utilization as 
a speculative medium.
